Aggressive Stiver Men. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.— A proposition for 


a compromise on the silver question 
which is represented aa emanating from 
the Executive Mausion, hai been laid 
before- tbe silver men of both Houses. 
This proposition U that Congress pass a 
bill at tbis time, instructing tbe Secretary 
of the Treasury to purchase $13,000,000 or 
$15,000.000 worth of silver, with which the 
market is said to be stocked at prrsmt. 
This proposition meets with the approval 
of conservative men in both Houses; bat 
tbe advoont-B of free coinage feel so oon-
